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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument in response to rejection of 
claims 1 and 14 is not persuasive. Claims 1-25 as finally rejected are not allowable over the prior arts of references. In reponse to 
applicant's argument regarding claims 1 and 14 that there is no motivation to combine Nishizawa (USPN 6,791,256) the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Nishizawa does disclose ( column 13 lines 31-41) the configuration (Fig. 9) having the sealant between the 
moisture absorbing layer GS and the substrate, thus coupling the two substrates provides blocking penetration of moisture via the facing 
portions at the peripheries of the two substrates. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention to modify the moisture absorbing layer of Su so that it extends to the end of the rear substrate and the sealant disposed 
between the moisture absorbing layer and the substrate as taught by Nishizawa for blocking penetration of moisture at the peripheries of 
the substrates. .
